1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: number 2 In Fig. 1; CE*, DATA, ROW/COL, WE* and SYSTEM 
COMMAND in Fig. 3; COMPARE ENABLE, MICROPROCESSOR INTERFACE, 
DUTY FACTOR, ROW ADDR, COLUMN ADDR and WRITE ENABLE in Fig. 7; HV in 
Fig. 8; all elements in Fig. 9; CE*, CE1*, CE2*, CMP, R8p and R8p* in Fig. 12; 360, 
363,366 and RESET in Fig. 17. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d), or amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the 
description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

It is not understood what the number 2 in Fig. 1 ; CE*, DATA, ROW/COL, WE* 
and SYSTEM COMMAND in Fig. 3; COMPARE ENABLE, MICROPROCESSOR 
INTERFACE, DUTY FACTOR, ROW ADDR, COLUMN ADDR and WRITE ENABLE 
in Fig. 7; HV in Fig. 8; all elements in Fig. 9; CE*, CE1*, CE2*, CMP, R8p and R8p* in 
Fig. 12; 360, 363,366 and RESET in Fig. 17 really are since they are not described in 
the specification. 

All the features as recited in claims 1-4, 6 and 9 are not understood since they 
are not readable on the drawings of the present invention. Applicant is requested to 
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point out each of elements recited in the claims to be read on which respective 
elements in the drawings of the present invention. 

It is not understood how the circuits in Figs. 7-11 and 13-17 can be incorporated 
with each other and with the system in Fig. 3.
